Cotton Cards Are 


On Printing Press 


More Than 2,225,000 Be- 


ing Printed by Federal 


Government 


WASHINGTON.- (/Pj -Government 


printing presses are turning out more 
than 2,250,000 red and white cards to 
be used in regulating sales of this 
year's cotton crop. 


While cards will be issued to farm- 


ers who are co-operating with the 
agriculture department's efforts to re-, 
duce production. These growers have 
kept their plantings within acreage al- 
lotted to them by the department. 


Under the marketing quota system 


set up under Ihe new crop control 
law, recipients of white cards will be, 
permitted to sell all the the cotton they 
raise, plus any left over from previous 
years. 


But sales of those who receive red 


cards will be restricted. These grow- 
ers will be designated as "non-co- 
operators." They will be fanners who 
planted in excess of acreage allot- 
ments assigned them under ihe control 
program. 
Each red card will stale how 


much the grower may sell. Sales in 
excess of these quotas will he subject 
to penally taxes. 


Cards will lie essential in selling, 


trading or bartering cotton. 
Under 


marketing quota regulations promul- 
gated by the department buyers are 
forbidden, under penally of a fine not 
exceeding $500. to purchase cotton ex- 
cept from holders of marketing cards. 


The regulations require buyers to 


keep detailed records of their pur- 
chases and make regular reports to 
Ihe department. 


dinners likewise will be required to 


keep records and make reports of cot- 
ton ginned for each individual farmer. 


If the holder of a red card desire-; 


to sell more than the quota specified 
on his card, he may do so by paying a 
penalty tax of 2 cents a pound on tha 
excess. It will be Ihe oblgiation of 
the buyer lo collect the penalty and 
turn it over to the government.

will be posted in each county.

to Society

The first effects of marihuana, or 


c;nnabis indiea, on the human being 
are a lessening of the ability to control 
thoughts and action. 


People who have smoked marihuana 


are 
easily 
distracted. Later 
there 


comes a feeling of exaltation and of 
well-being, so that the smoker feels 
that he is much stronger and has much 
greater power than he really has. From 
time to time he has dreams and illu- 
sions. 


The imagination of the smoker is 


sometimes stimulated to the point of 
delirium. For this reason some writ- 
ers have indulged in the smoking of 
cannabis indica as a help to their lit- 
erary efforts. The results are compo- 
sitions which are actually ludicrous, 
and in other instances sensational or 
sensual. 


While no two human beings are af- 


fected in exactly the same way, it has 
sometimes been found that the smok- 
ing of marihuana tends to intensify 


-certain characteristics. For example, 


the person who is kind and genial will 
become even more kind; the quarrel- 
some person goes around looking for 


led in some instances to the develop- 
ment of serious crimes, 
including 


murder. 


Records have been made public in 


the courts of suicides and particularly 
sex crimes related to the smoking of 
cannabis indiea. One young man in 
Florida while under the influence of 
marihuana cigarets thought that some- 
body was going to cut off his arms and 
legs.

HE man who says "nothing ever ' 
happens on a farm" certainly 


Isn't talking about pictures. On al- 
most any farm, if you keep your 
eyes open, you will find enough 
snapshot material to keep the cam- 
era busy from early morning to late 
at night—and still not exhaust 'the 
supply. 


Farm animals offer scores of pic- 


ture chances—woolly lambs in the 
sun, a hen fussing over her brood 
of chicks, cows being driven In for 
milking, pigs at the trough (or their 
owner summoning them with a lusty 


(eljout), horses drinking, ducks wad- 
dling in a line about tha yard or 
taking an afternoon "cruise" in the 
pond. 


Work scenes iu the field make 


excellent pictures, and fresh-plowed 
land with long deep furrows Is good 
tor pattern snapshots. The orchard 
iu bloom Is a scene of beauty, and all 


around the house and barn lot there 
are details which make pictures. 


Get a snap of Grandfather •whit- 


tling, mending a single-tree, or 
busy at a whirling grindstone. Pic- 
ture shady fence corners, old-<flme 
zigzag fences of laid rails, tha bat- 
tered wooden bucket at the well and 
the worn saw-horse or chopping 
block in the woodlot. Look for snaps 
down by the shady sprlng-Oiouse 
and brook. And watch the special 
seasons—such as hog-killing time 
laiter on—when there is some un- 
usual activity to picture. 


Yes, there are plenty ot farm 


snapshots—everything from a call 
being fed from a bottle to corn-husk' 
ing shots at harvest time and foot- 
prints in the enow in •winter. You 
can point your camera In almost any 
direction, and find something. Try 
it, every chance you get, and watch 
your picture albums grow!

If, fir example, Martha Social marries 
Charles Firsthusband and then di- 
vorces him she becomes Mrs. Socia 
Firsthusband. Note that the names are 
not hyphenated. 
She signs legal pa- 


pers "Martha Social Firsthusband." 


The Sound of Names 


Occasionally names sound odd when 


placed next to each other. In sucl 
cases, the order may be reversed 
For example, Dorothy White marries 
Donald Katt. Mrs. Katt White would 
sound better than Mrs. White Katt. 


The divorced wife should not use 


her husband's full name after the di- 
vorce. He may remarry and situations 
might arise which would prove em 
barrassing. Nor should the first wifi 
call herself Mrs. Martha Firsthusband 
for example, since never—except on 
legal documents—should a woman' 
Christian name be prefixed by "Mrs."
